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Provisional Information on Selected Notifiable Diseases in the United States and on

Deaths in Selected Cities for Week Ended January 10, 1959

Beginning with the current week the number of reported
cases of notifiable diseases for Alaska are included in total
figures for the United States for 1959. However, figures for
Alagka are not included in the totals for 1958 and prior years.

Sixteen cases of poliomyelitis representing late reports
were reported by the Georgia Department of Public Health.
These cases will be included in 1958 totals.

All but 1 of the 21 cases of diphtheria reported for the
current week occurred in Southern States. Seven were in
Mississippi and 5 in Texas. Of the 16 cases of diphtheria
reported in Louisiana for the previous week 14 occurred in
the southeastern part of the State; 8 of the cases were in
St. Tammany Parish and 4 in Orleans Parish.

One case of western equine encephalitis is included in the
7 cases of encephalitis reported in Utah for the current week,

EPIDEMIOLOGICAL REPORTS

Influenza

Dr. J. T. Grayston, U. S. Naval Medical Research Unit No.
2, reports that the Asian variant influenza strains isolated
early in December from the epidemic occurring in Taiwan
appear to be ‘‘identical antigenically with the April 1957 and
November-December 1957 strains.”

No outbreaks of respiratory disease confirmed as influenza
by isolation of virus have been reported in the United States
so far this winter.

reported an outbreak of 7 cases of trichinosis during October.
Initially 6 cases were reported. Biopsies from the 6 persons
showed trichina cysts in muscle tissue, intradermal skin tests
were positive and blood counts showed an eosinophilia varying
from 25 to 63 percent. Three of the individuals were males and
3 were females. They ranged in age from 26 1o 52 years. None
of them were from the same family, and other members of
each family had eaten the same pork products withogt ex-
periencing illness. They claimed that all sausage and other
pork products were always thoroughly cooked before eaten
and denied having sampled raw or undercooked sausage. Blood
samples were obtained from other members of each family
and complete blood counts made. Four additional persons were
found to have eosinophile counts varying from 7 to 18 percent.
The 68-year-old mother of one of the ill persons had an
eosinophile count of 58 percent and gave a history of severe
muscle pains. This condition was subsequently diagnosed as
trichinosis. All of the families purchased their pork and
sausage from the same local meat market. This butcher was
supplied by 4 wholesale packers but he made his own sausage.
During the period when it was thought that the infected pork
may have been purchased, 30 orders of pork were received
from the wholesalers; it was not possible to trace the hogs
back to the farm because of the multiple possible sources,
including out-of-State suppliers.

Cat-scratch fever
Drs. Ian Maclean Smith and William B. Bean, State Uni-
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versity of lowa, have supplied information on a case of cat-
scratch fever in a 51-year-old mechanic. The man first noted
onset of fatigue about 1 month before admission to the hospital.
One week before admission he noticed 5 or 6 ‘’knobs’’ in his
left groin. These were neither tender nor painful. Several days
later they became one large lump, slightly red in color. Ex-
amination of the area showed a somewhat elevated, tender,
and firm ovoid mass with some overlying edema and erythema,
A small superficial lesion resembling a healing folliculitis was
found above the left knee. The man did not know what caused
this lesion. Skin tests with blastomycin, histoplasmin, and coc-
cidioidin were negative. A tuberculin test (PPD) was positive
at 72 hours, and a test with brucella antigen was positive at 24
hours. A Frei test for venereal lymphogranuloma gave a tran-
sient positive reading at 24 hours but wasnegative at 48 and 72
hours. A test with cat-scratch antigen was positive at 24 hours
and stll positive at48 hours. The lymph node was biopsied and
cultures made of it for brucella, Ducrey’s bacillus, tularemia,
and plague were all negative. The pathological report on the
biopsy was nonspecific. Serological tests for syphilis and bru-
cellosis were negative; a serological test for lymphogranuloma
venereumn was positive in titers 1 and 4. The man's temperature
was never higher than 100.4°F. It was the opinion of attending
physiclans that the illness was cat-scratch fever. There were
no other such illnesses in the man’s family. He was exposed
to a cat in his daughter’s home but incurred no known trauma.

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The chart shows the number of deaths reported for 114
major cities of the United States by week for the current year,
a 5-week moving average of these figures plotted at the central
week and an adjusted average, 1954-58, for comparison, The
adjusted average is computed as follows: From the total deaths
reported each week for the years 1954-58, 3 central figures
are selected by eliminating the highest and lowest figures
reported for that week. A S5-week moving average of the
arithmetic means of the 3 central figures is then computed.
The adjusted average shown in the chart is this moving
average Increased by 2.3 percent to allow for estimated
population growth in the cites.

The use of the adjusted average is basedon the assumption
that the crude death rate and changes in population will remain
at the level of recent years. No allowance has been made for
increased use of city hospital facilities.

Table 4 shows the number of death certificates received
during the week Indicated for deaths thatoccurredin a specified
city. Figures compiled in this way, by week of receipt, usually
approximate closely the number of deaths occurring during the
week. However, differences are to be expected because of vari-
ations in the interval between death and receiptof the certificate
and because of incomplete reporting due to holidays or
vacations. If a report is not received from a city in time to be
included in the total for the current week an estimate is made
for use in plotting the figure in the chart.

The number of deaths in cities ¢f the same size may also
differ because of variations in the age, race, and sex composi-
tion of the populations, and because some cities are hospital
centers serving the surrounding areas. Changes from year
to year in the number of deaths may be due in part to population
increases or decreases.

SOURCE AND NATURE OF MORBIDITY DATA

These provisional data are based on reports to the Public
Health Service from health departments of each State and of
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. They give the total number of cases
of certain communicable diseases reported during the week
usually ended the preceding Saturday. Cumulative totals are
routinely revised to include corrected and revised figures and
delayed reports. In table 1, data for Alaska are included for
1959 but not for prior years. In table 2, total figures for the
United States and the Pacific Division include figures for
Alaska for 1959 only. Cases of anthrax, botulism, and rabies
in man are not shown in table 2, but a foomote to table 1 shows
the States reporting these diseases. When diseases of rare
occurrence (cholera, dengue, plague, louse-borne relapsing
fever, smallpox, louse-borne epidemic typhus, and yellow
fever) are reported, this will be noted below, table 1.
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
